times using his club on their heads, shoulders and legs. "I don't believe 

there was a man.in the se¢tion who escaped being beaten by ‘Yap Yap'." Once 

in the winter of 1945, saw him h{t every man in the section with his fists, 

good solid punches (Bx 16). Mines saw "Yap Yap" beating prisoners with clubs 

(Ex 18): During January 1945 Mooney told "Yap Yap" that while not sick, he was 
too web £9 work and "Yap Yap". thereupon. beat him with a stick for ten minutes. 
He was too weak to move sO he remained: out in the zero weather &ll that day and 
was carried back to camp that night by other prisoners of war.. During May, . 
1945, "Yap Yap" beat him for five minutes because he had dropped his carbide 3 
burner as a result:of a previous’ blow and could not find it, There were many 
Other incidents of mistreatment by "Yap Yap" of other prisoners of war (Ex 20). 
From November 1944 to March 1945 "Yap Yap" beat many of the prisoners of war 

(Hx 22). Protz saw "Yap Yap" drive men out of barracks,with a club and beat 
prisoners of war with this club or his fists during assembly time (Ex 23). 
Sergeant states that "'Marocanasan" ge-med to beat men for his own pleasure and 
Bpver a beating he would laugh loud and long and tweak the nose of the prisoner

Nang . Koichi Takahashi to.k the stand and identified himself as .nan-. 
commissioned officer in charge of general affairs at Camp Hanawa from 
15 September 1944 until the end of the war. He served a-sentence of qne year 
as & war:criminal, .Was found guilty ‘of beating prisoners of war in con... 
nection with the fire ladder episode (Murakami, Specification 5) of 20 March , 
1945, (R 65). Recalls that cight prisoners of war wore involved in same __ 
including Hilton, Sergeant .and Van almen. Hilton was mentally unstable and | 
even made two escape attempts. . Bowers was called’ "Punchy" Bowers because — 
other prisoners of war struck him as he was very sly. Van .lmen was always 
stealing things, Major Floming, commanding ‘fficer of amcrican prieoners 
of.war, never made any complaints t> him over the conduct of accused towards ., 
prisoners of war.

; Defense counsel, in closing, recommended a sentence of no longer. 
than one year for each accused. Considering the course of conduct of both 
accused for a period of one year and the convincing proof of the commission 
of many aggravated acts of mistreatment by each of the accused, the sentences 
imposed are inadequate rather than excessive: 


5.. Recommendations: Oe 


No request for clemency has been submitted. It is recommended 
that the findings of the commission be approved except as to Specification 10 
(Kakinoki). ‘he accused, liurakami, was sentericed to confinement at hard - 
labor for five years and the accused, Kakinoki, was sentenced to confinement 
at hard labor for three (3) years. The sentences are legal and are not con- 
sidered excessive. It is recommended that the’ sentences be approved. Sugamo 
Prison, Tokyo, Honshu, Japan, is the appropriate place of confinement.
